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Awful Effects of a Pennsylvania 


Mine Explosion. 


CAVE-IN FOLLOWED BY EXPLOSION. 


The Calamity Occam at the Hartford 


9!Ine While Twenty-Seven Men Were 
Inside and Only Two Escaped with 
Their tires—The Bodies of tlie Victims 
So For Recovered Horribly 3Iungled 
Some Being Headless. 


WILKESBAKBE, Pa., May 16.—The long 


series of awful mine disasters that have 
visited this valley within the last year 
reached a climax Thursday morning in 
the entombing of twenty-seven men in the 
Hartford mine of the Lehigh and Wilkes 
barre Coal companjL&t Ashley, three miles 
from this city. At 9 o'clock Thursday 
morning the community was thrown into 
a state of -u ild excitement when the news 
spread that a great cave-in had occurred 
in No. fi colliery, covering an area of more 
than ten acres. Thousands rushed to the 
scene of the disaster and found that the 
surface almost as far as the eye coulri 
reach was seamed and cracked v.-ith long 
circular fissures, some of which were over 
two feet v.ide. The sorrow of tlie people 
was intensified \vlien it became known 
that t\\ent3*-.seven of tlieir friends who 
had gone down the; pit in the morning 
were in the portion that had caved and in 
all probability were entombed forever in a 
ma&a of coal and rock. 


Searching; for the Victims. 


That portion of the mine in which the 


men were is down the slope, and the cave- 
in, if it did not overwhelm them at once, 
shut off all means of reaching the surface. 
Kescuins; parties were at once organized 
and an opening broken through into a 
man vay in the bed of a mammoth stream, 
where the chambers in that part of Xo. 
came within a few feet of the surface. 
All day long the men toiled like Titans at 
the hard aud .stubW-n rock, while the 
weeping wives and 
little ones of the 


doomed victims stood around the opening 
and rent the air with their ones and la- 
mentations. 
Gang after gang relieved 


one another, until at ft o'clock the news 
was passed that they had succeeded in 
breaking through the chambers beneath 
f!ieca\e. A period of indescribable sus- 
pense followed, while the thousands who 
stood around the opening \\aued for some 
intelligence from the men at the front. 
The men [filed on in .-ili-nce till quarter 
j>ast C, when theiv u.isu commotion at 
the month of the dark opening and the 
foreman crawled out on his hands and 
knees and announced that they had found 
C'.'THpf the victims. 


Nineteen Dead Bodies. 


Exploring pasties Friday found nineteen 


deud in the mine: .six more are missing and 
it is probable they ore .iKo dead. It isnow 
stated that all of thp entombed miners are 
dead. At 7 o'clock Friday niorising the 
rescuing party discovered one of the Hun- 
garian brothers named Kuss in an aban- 
doned working.

evening, it is now said, were killed by the 
explosion which occurred two hours after 
the cave-in took place. The bodies of 'he 
victims are beii.g taken out. They are 
horribly mangled, in some instances heads 
having been blown entirely off.

ing brought out the scene at the mine was

women and children shrieking and groan- 
ing fell upon their knees, lilted their iK'.nds 
and eyes toward Heaven and pr'iyed tor 
the dead.

BLAND DENOUNCES THE MEASURE

Organize to Protect Themselves Again*

homu, Receiving His Instructions. 
WASHINGTON CITY, May 16.—Petitions 


were presented in the house Friday from 
the employes of several kitting mills in 
Pennsylvania urging the passage ol thi 
McKinley bill. Also one from Collins 
Bros. & Co., of St. Louis, against aduty on 
sugar of milk; referred. 
Senate bill was 


passed authorizing the registration of cen 
sus mail matter. The house then went 
into committee of the whole on the tarif 
bill. McKinley of Ohio offered an amend 
ment specifically including glass chim 
neys in the clause relative to thin blown 
glass at a duty of 10 cents a dozen and 40 
per cent, ad valorem. 


Bland Denounces the Hill. 


Bland of Missouri said the proposed in 


crease wus intended to enable a lew gen 
tlenien at the expense of the people to 
make fortunes 
He denounced the bill as 


a measure of petty thievery and highway 
robbery. In response to a question by 
Henderson of Iowa McKinley stated thai 
the present duty on lamp chimneys was 4," 
per cont. and the proposed duty between 
50 and 60 per cent. Henderson inquires 
how many lamp chimneys were imported. 
McKinley replied that he had no exact 
data. Henderson then wanted to know 
how, 
if McKinley had no exact data he 


knew that the duty should be increased. 
[Applause and laughter on the Democratic 
side.] 


The Committee Did Its Beat. 


McKinley said the committee knew that 


it was impossible for our people to manu- 
facture thcso chimneys under the present 
rate of duty and continue to pay the pres- 
ent rate of 
wages. Henderson said he 


would decline to vote for the increase of 
any duty when he had not the information 
to justify that vote. McKinley said that 
the, committee had no personal pride in the 
bill. The committee had done its best 
with the information at its command. 
Every member oC the majority of the com 
mittee had agreed that the proposed duty 
on lamp ch imneys was absol utely necessary 
to preserve that industry in this country. 


To Rebel Against "1O Per Centers." 
WASHINGTON CITV, May 16.—The numer- 


ous government clerks in Washington, 
who .seem to be in a state of constant 
pemirioiiFiiess, pave notice 
recently of 


their intention to rebel against the tyranny 
of the so-called "10 per centers,'1 who make 
a good living by lending the impecunious 
clerks money at 10 per cent, per month, 
The determination to rebel has assumed 
form in the organization of a company, 
whose purpose, to use the words of the 
constitution, is "to protect our members 
who are compelled to borrow money from 
time to time and to keep them out of the 
hands of the 10 per cent, brokers and to 
negotiate loans for them at Ihe smallest 
possible percentage."

While oflicera attracted hi 
attention to the front door, Chief o£ Po 
lice Meade climbed through a rear en 
trance and seined Moelier, who still hel< 
the gun and dirk. Thrs chief received sev 
eral slight cuts on the hands and arms in 
securing Moelier.
